PREFACE 


It  would  be  impossible  for  us  to  add  anything  to  the  eloquent 
tribute  paid  to  the  late  owner  of  this  collection  by  Mr.  Bernard  Rackham 
in  the  February  issue  of  the  Burlington  Magazine,  the  first  paragraph 
of  which  we  are  kindly  permitted  to  quote  : — 

“  The  death  of  George  Eumorfopoulos  on  December  19th,  1939 
will  be  felt  as  a  sad  loss  not  only  by  his  more  intimate  friends,  but  by 
everyone  in  any  way  interested  in  art.  Collectors  and  students,  prac¬ 
tising  artists  and  craftsmen,  archaeologists,  antiquarians  and  museum 
officials,  not  only  in  England,  but  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  found  in  him  a 
sympathetic  friend  for  whom  after  even  a  short  acquaintance  esteem 
deepened  into  affection.  He  was  so  modest  and  unassuming,  so  entirely 
free  from  self-importance,  that  strangers  meeting  him  for  the  first  time 
were  hardly  able  to  estimate  his  full  worth  ;  they  perhaps  little  sus¬ 
pected  they  were  in  the  presence  of  a  man  whose  learning,  if  he  had 
chosen  to  displajf  it  in  writing,  might  have  won  for  him  academic  dis¬ 
tinction  (as  was  indeed  recognized  by  his  election  to  a  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  of  Antiquaries).  Of  his  hospitality  readers  of  The  Burlington 
Magazine  hardly  need  to  be  reminded  ;  there  must  be  few  of  them  who 
have  not  at  some  time  or  another  visited  his  house  at  Chelsea.  At  week¬ 
ends  he  was  in  the  habit  of  giving  up  the  only  time  he  had  to  spare  from 
business  affairs  in  the  City  to  receiving  all,  whether  old  friends,  or  stran¬ 
gers  from  abroad,  or  even  the  veriest  novice,  who  asked  for  the  privilege 
of  enjoying  under  his  patient  and  sympathetic  guidance  the  superb  col¬ 
lections  he  had  there  gathered  together  ;  the  specimens  were  no  mere 
possessions  bought  at  a  price,  but  a  delight  to  be  shared  with  others,  a 
challenge  to  his  zest  for  learning  all  there,  was  to  discover  about  their 
history  and  meaning.  His  enthusiasm  supported  him,  already  old  in 
years  but  not  in  spirit,  through  the  fatigues  of  a  voyage  to  the  Far  East, 
including  a  visit  in  pouring  rain  to  the  site  of  an  ancient  porcelain  kiln 
in  China.  ” 

The  collection  of  such  a  man  could  not  fail  to  be  of  the  greatest 
interest  and  importance,  and  it  will  probably  be  a  surprise  to  many  to 
find  how  much  still  remains  of  the  Chinese  Art  after  the  sale  of  a  part 
of  this  section  to  the  National  Museums  a  few  years  ago.  Much  has  been 
added  since  then — once  a  collector,  always  a  collector ;  among  the 
additions  are  the  fine  Collection  of  Ming  blue  and  white  1  SthCentury 
porcelain  (lots  197-253)  and  the  white  ritual  porcelain  of  the  reigns  of 
Yung  Lo  and  Hsuan  Te  (lots  310,  etc.),  the  entire  collection  of  Works 
of  Art,  including  the  superb  Bronze  Wine  Vessel  (lot  487),  the  Pole 
Finials  (lot  490),  the  important  Khmer  Torso  (lot  467),  the  early  lacquer 


Toilet  Box  (lot  500),  and  finally,  among  the  collector’s  last  purchases, 
the  remarkable  series  of  Gold  Vessels  buried  with  a  15th  Century  Ming 
Emperor  (lots  509-515). 

Even  more  numerous  are  the  outstanding  articles  which  were  in 
the  collection  before  any  part  of  it  was  sold  ;  among  them  may  be  men¬

In  addition,  there  are  the  superb  collection  of  important  Chun 
VV  7ares,  of  which  no  less  than  twelve  specimens  are  illustrated — a  series 
probably  unequalled  in  any  private  or  public  collection  (lots  168-1 96) ; 
several  good  examples  of  Ming  three-colour  decoration  (lots  256,  257, 
258,  259  and  266),  some  choice  Ming  enamelled  porcelains  (lots  270,  271, 
278,  279,  286,  287,  304,  305  and  306),  and  a  considerable  range  of  Mono¬ 
chrome  porcelains  of  the  18th  Century,  also  some  good  K’ang  Hsi  blue 
and  white,  “famille  verte  ”  vases  and  biscuit  figures,  including  a  pair  of 
}7ellow  ground  Vases  (lot  426),  the  bamboo  Teapot  (lot  427)  and  the 
lovely  green  Vase  (lot  446). 

The  Index  of  the  Contents  and  List  of  Chinese  Dynasties  and 
Periods  will,  it  is  hoped,  facilitate  the  use  of  the  catalogue.
